But that I find ſtrange Machins at Work in 
the World; ſome directly pretending, o- 
thers obliquely contriviog the Rupture of 


a Treaty, ſo particularly murtifying to the 


Nation's Enemics, and promiting ſo many 
Bleſſings to both Kingdoms; ſuch Glory to 
the preſent Reign, ſuch flouriſhing Addi> 
tions of Trade and Wealth to our Poſteri- 
ty, and againft which ſo few have dpen]y 
ventur'd to object, and with fo lit 


Ground, that even thoſe that inwardly re- 


pine at the Proſpedt, cannot form one Ar- 
gument againſt the Foundation. 

There has indeed to ne appear d nothidg 
ſo wonderful, as that a Treaty of ſuch 
Con ſequence to both K:ngdoms, ſo often 
delir'd, and ſo few Objæctors or ObjeRions 


20 oppoſe, ſhould not long ſince have been 


brought to a Head; all that J can ſay of 
that, is, that it ſeems to be reſerv'd. for 
the peculiar Glory of Her Mapſty, to fix 
Union between the K ingdems, as the — 
and only way to preſerve the Peace of both. 

It therefore bas appear'd very ſtrange 
to me to find a certain grave, great and 
learned Man, of too much Conſequence in 
his Perſon, CharaRer, and Employment to 
be thought meanly of, be the firft Man, who, 
under the Outſide of an Exhortation to the 
Country to cloſe with, and repyce at the 
Proſpe& of a Union with Scotland, ſhould 
turn all his ſeeming Panegyrick into a Satyr 
upon the Union it ſelf, obliquely banteriog 
the whole Scots Nation, poiating out the 
ſeeming Diſadvantages of this Treaty, and 
jeſting with the ſerious Attempts of the 
Government to bring it to pals. 

Certainly this worthy Perſon, whoſe Cu- 
pacity I pay 4 juſt Deference to, bowever 1 
think bis - Attempt deſerves Remark, mutt 
greatly injure the Opinion the World has 
entertain'd of his Judgment, or elſe of 
his Integrity, when he gives himſelt leave 
to launch out on the Head of lſaconveniru- 
ces in a Treaty, which it would be- very 
hard for him to ſay, have any Foundation 
but in the Chymerica! Flegmatick Notipns 
of fuch Men, as from other Principles,

may be ſomething in this two. The Scots 
Ware Presbycerians, and known Enemies 
* tothe Church, and perhaps they may be 
© ready to take all Occaſious to introduce 
«<p y, and put the Nation to ſome 
„ Uneaſineſs on that Account. But— 

„gut then, Gentlemen, here is a Confi- 
« deration to he ſet againſt all this, abun- 


« dantlyatisfying,. and to make you full 


« Amends ; here is Security, Security, Gen- 
« tlemen, and that is of the higheft Im- 
te portance, Security againſt your Enemies 
« And the like, 

It this Speech was made in ſuch a Tone, 
Style, and Manner to any Aﬀembly of the 
Country Gentlemen and Freeholders, what 
can be ſaid to it? If this be not to banter 
and expoſe the Union in general, 1 cannot 
judge what the Deſign of it can be. No 
body can be ſo ignorant as not to ſee it a 
meer jeſt and Sarcaſm; no body can pre- 
tend to- think, it was not to ſcoff at the 
thing it ſelf; and I perſwade my ſelf, the 
Perſon that ſpoke it, expected it ſhould be 
ſo taken, 

As to the other Conſtructiĩons, they muſt 
be more ſcandalous, and tpo courſe for me 
to hint upon a Perſon of ſy'high a Station; 
for really; the Matter is not true in Fact— 
There is nothing at all ja it; there is no 
Room to ſay, the SeorF will encroach upon 

our 


our ManufaQures, 2 into out Trade, 
out-work our Poor, run down Employment, 
fink Wages, and the. like ; ie a vulgar 
Error, d grols, that it really ceaſes to be a 
Miſtake, but diſcovers it ſelf to be a mali- 
cious Charge; and I doubt ngt to prove in 
the Conſequence of theſe Papers, that the 


Scots are not in a Condition, as to the Na- 


ture of their Country, the Genius of theit 
People, and the Circumſtances of Trade, 
to encroach at al} upon your ManufaQtures 
— - They have ManvfaQures of theic 
own to encourzge Trade ſutficient, the 
Indies at their Door, and are as many ways 
capable to improve both their Country at 
home, and their Commerce abroad, as any 
Nation under the Sun. 

To talk of their under-working our Peo- 
ple in ManufaQures, is not only unlikely 
as before, and contrary 
their Trade, of which | ſhall ſpeak by it 


ſelf, but tit «/ſurd; for that would nor be farthe 


an Improvement; te ſet the Scots at work 
at the miſerable low Wages, we ſuppoſe 
they now work at, would be far trom an. 
Improvement to them. The thing is to 
raiſe the Wages of their Poor, to brin 

Scotland to a Pitch of Wealth, as to raiſe 
the Price of Labour; this weuld be to im- 
prove them; the Poor in Scotland do not

want Labour 4s ſucbh ; but want to - 
have a Price for their 2 * is the 
Caſe before us in the Union; not to bring 
our People down to the Rates of theirs, 
but to bring theirs up to the Rate ofours; 
not to fink our Wages, but to raiſe theirs; 
that they may work and be paid for it; 
make Goods and diſpoſe of them, live and 
trade as others do, not others as they do. 
If the Scott were let into all the Manu- 
faQures in the World, if they could obtain 
ne more Wages than they can now, they 
would not be one jot the better for the 
Alteration. The Complaint now is, their 
Poor cannot live by their Labour,adding to 
their Labour without adding to the Price, 
to me ſeems no Improvement at all; nor 
can I ſee any thing therefore in this Part of 
his Gravity's Speech, but a Scoff upon the 


jon. 
As I may perhaps examine this Head 
r, 1 thall undertake to prove, that 
the Scuss Union ſhall not only not injare, but 
much encreaſo yourManovfaQture in England; 
and the Parts of Trade, that the Scors ſhall 
purſue, ſball be not only remote from your 
Maaufactures, but aſſiſting to them. But 
of this at lacge hereafter; a little more
